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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on February 1 , 
201 1 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 73-75, 77-88 and 90-1 04 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected subject matter. Election was made 
without traverse in the reply filed on February 1 , 201 1 . 

3. The search and examination was extended, however, prior art was found that 
anticipates the generic claims. Therefore, the provisional election of species is still in 
effect and non-elected species withdrawn from further consideration. 

Response to Amendment 

4. The amendments to the claims filed on February 1 , 201 1 have been fully 
considered. The 35 USC 1 03 rejection has been obviated and is thus hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 -4, 6-9, 11,13-15,1 7-21 and 89 objected to for containing non-elected 
subject matter which is outside of the scope of the elected Group I.
